CITY HALL FOR FIVE 
YEARS, SAYS CANDY 


Commissioner Declares” $2,000,660 Structure Will Be Re- 
quired, But That Other Utilities Should First Be 


Given Consideration 


—Building Material 


Would Be Cheaper 


Not for five years yet should Edmon- 
ton undertake the construetion ofa 
new cily hall, according to Commis- 
sioner S. W. Candy. At this time the 
administration is gathering inforina- 
tion to determine the amount of room 
that will be necessary in the proposed 
new public building. he mayor has 
asked the various heads of departments 
who anticipate having oMees in the 
new city hall, to report te him the 
amount of oMlee room they will require, 
not only al present, but in the future. 
These department heads are so report- 
ing al this lime, With this information 
at hand, an idea can, be gleaned as to 
the necessary size of such a building, 
The status of the city hall situation is 
in such shape, > 

This morning Mr. Gandy expressed a 
hope that the city would not undertake 
the erection of a city hall for several 
years yet. He heartily endorsed the 
suggestion that the municipality ereet 
a business block at this lime, in pre- 
ference to a city hall, utilize the top 
floors for city offices and let the first 
floors to business purposes. And he 
had argument to support his position,

Within a few years the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will have been built through the 
mountains and through vast deposits of 
marble and Branitg, building material 
that would bankrupt the cily to pro- 
cure at this time, With those deposits 
available by the railroad, this building 
material will enable Edmonton to erect 
a city hall of which it will be proud 
for years to come, as cheaply as it 
would be able®o erect a much infer- 
ior structure now, Mr. Candy would 
have some $2,000,000 expended — in 
building a city hall, Such a sun of 
money, he considers, is entirely with- 
oul the reach of the city at present. He 
considers that the municipality is too 
smmall-al this time to undertake to build 
a city hai of sufMicient proportions to 
meet the demand of a few short years 
hence. The task of anticipating the 
future of the Alberta eapital is too 
great to risk so much, “An adequate 
and permanent water supply should 
come before a city hall, gas plant, po- 
lice barracks, free market buildings, 
and a pumber of other things" thinks 
the commissioner, as a further reason 
for disapproving any attempt to build 
acily hall in short of five years,

at one stroke in a position of strength 
unattainable by Germany, ‘ 

When Churchill took charge as first 
lord of the admiralty, a position cor. 
responding to that of secretary of the 
navy in the Uniled States, people pre- 
dicted that things would happen. Few 
expected, however, that anything so 
senssational would develop as a clean 
sweep of the board of admiralty, 
Which is the executive committee that 
ruics the King's navy under the first 
lord's direction,

a bitter disappointment to Admiral Sir 
Wm. May, who was actually named 
as first sea lord, or chief of the boar 
of admiralty, in suecession to Admiral 
Sir Arthur Wilson, who, in the course 
of natural events, would have retired 
under the age limit next March, 

* Admiral May was not “Gazelled,” 
however, and when it became appar- 
ent that the relations between Ger- 
many and England were entering on 
another period of stress and delicacy 
he was quietly pushed aside and Ad- 
miral Sir Francis Bridgeman was ap- 
pointed toNhe post. 

There are anumber af reasons for 
this clean sweep, The most important 
of all is that itis a notification to Ger- 
many that England is ready to fight 
any time the Kaiser wishes, On Mon- 
day, November 27, Sir Edward Grey 
made his speech on foreign affairs in 
the House of Commons and deelared 
that England would stand by her 
friends, France and Russia.

ing over three of four days constantly. 
Forty-eight hours, at a pineh, might be 
sufficient for-the company installing the 
machine to take a chance, but no less 
than that unless the cily wished to as- 
sume responsibility.

BOARD OF TRADE TO _ DISCUSS 
GOOD ROANS RESOL'JTION AT 
NEXT MEETING, 


“Whereas roads and. highwkays are 
great factors in the development and 
protection of our forests and mines, 


and means of improving transportation 
all teroegh the country, Therefere 
let if be resolved that this board of 
trade thinks it highly ‘desirable that a 
Canadian National highway should be 
built from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
aiid recommends: to the provineal goy- 
ernment that it should co-operate with 
the Dominion government, increas- 
ing their ‘subsidies for the  coloni- 
zation roads and connecting up the al- 
ready existing highways, and expresses 
the opinion that the counties and muni- 
cipalities of the’Dominjon should en- 
courage more efficiency in toe con. 
struction of roads within their ilmits.” 

The above resolution received this 
morning by Secretary: Fisher of thy 
board of trade from the Canadian High- 
Way associalion will be considered at 
the next regular meeting of the board. 

“Good highways suitable for auto- 
mobile tourist -traffic. Would undoubt- 
edly prove one of the‘grealtest assets of 
this country," said Secretary Fisher 
speaking to a Capital representative 
with regard to the communication from 
the Canadian Highway ‘association. 

“Some years ago,” he continued, “at 
a meeting of associated boards of trade 
of Western Canada the matter of con- 
structing main highways through the 
Prairie provinces and British Columbia 
Was: introduced byone af. the dmon: 
ton. delegates, 'The_ prdpositions was 
nol given the least consideration, The 
convention looked upon. it as an -im- 
possible dream, People are beginning 
to awaken to the necessity of such an 
undertaking, however, and the move- 
ment should gaip strength rapidly.

from Alberni, B. C,, to Halifax, N. S., 
co-operation of provincial and Dominion | 
governments and «municipalities; to

WEST NOT WEDDED 
TO THE WELLAND ROUTE 


Dispatches from Ottawa indicate that tot deepen ihe 
Welland canal to 20 feet would cost not $25,000,000, as first 
announced, but $40,000,000, and that after that there would 
still be other great expenditures, amounting to probably as 
much more, required to deepen the channels of the St. Law- 
rence in order that 20-foct ships might get to the Welland. .. 

Winnipeg is less than 500 miles from Hudson Bay and 
Edmonion is 850 miles from Burrard Inlet. The amount of 
money which it is proposed to spend deeping the Welland 
would probably build a four-track road from each of the com- 
mercial capitals on the eastern and wesiern edges of the prai- 
lies to tide water. What the west is interested in is cheap 
transportation. - It is not married to any particul ar route, The 
Welland has no prior rights which the west is bound to re- 


spect. So far as this country is concerned there is only one 
problem: Which routes will get {he wheat to Liverpool 
cheapest? When there is.money to be spent it is on those 


routes which offer cheapest transportation that It should be 
spent. 

There is a whole lot of information on the Hudson Bay 
route and the Panama which the west is entitled to before it 
could be expected to give its consent to any forty, or eighty, 
or a hundred million expenditure on the Welland canal. 


THE TARIFF’S 
PARISITICAL CHILDREN 

That the tariff does not foster {ndustrles, but merely 
creates monopolies, is shown with startling vividness by a 
little item in the dispatches recently which relates the fact that 
the Leghi Cement Co., an Ameican concern, has secured the 
contract for 25,000 barrls of cement from the clty of Winni- 
peg, underbidding the Canada Cement Co., by nearly a cent 
and a quarter a hundred in spite of the tariff of fifty cents a 
barrel. 

The Canada Cement Co. Is entrenched behind the 
highest tariff, comparatively speaking, of any industrial in- 
stitution in Canada. It is a consolidated concern owning 
practically every producing plant of any extent in Canada; 
otherwise, a trust. That it is bountlfully financed goes with- 
out saying, for the men whose names appear at the head of 
the concern have more barrels of money than most folks have 
barrels of cement. Its works are scattered all over the Do- 
minion, giving it access to every market in Canada, and the 
‘freight rate on Canadian roads must, naturally, be very simi- 
lar to the freight rate over American roads to a Canadian des- 
lination, 

An yet in spite of all these advantages, an American 
firm comes into the Canadian trust’s own market and under- 
sells it. 

But while the city of Winnipeg, with its 25,000-barrel 
order, by the size of its order, is able to offer sufficient induce- 
ments to the American concern to make it worth while for it 
ic jump the tariff wall, the builder of a home in any western 
city is unable to offer the same inducements, and is therefore 
at the mercy of the trust, to the end that he becomes the prey 
of the monopoly, and every man who endeavors to establish 
for himself a home on the prairies is made to pay tribute to 
the trust. 

To this there can be only one moral. — If with all this 
protection the Canadian Cement trust is still not able to hold

On Account of Specializing Figures That the F uture of Amer- 
ican Olympic Teams Is Very Rosy 


(By John J. Hayes.) 
Winner of 1908 Olympic Marathon. 
New York, Dec. 23.—In the summer 
of 1906 al Athens, the American ath- 
letes won the greatest number of events 
they have triumphed in at an Olympic 
gathering,

minutes 25 1-5 seconds. In those days 
{his lime was considered very fas}, be- 
cause the art of speciatizing had not 
begun to play so, prominent a part in 
track athletics as it does today. Haw- 
trey won because he used a gtyle com- 
mon among English distance runners, 
Jt consisted of an extreme speed in the 
early part of the race, with the result 
that after a few miles the British lieu- 
tenant was running in the lead all alone, 

Bonhag, like the majority of Ameri- 
can runners, affected the Amorican 
method, whieh differed in the respect 
that they used no early speed and de- 
pended on an average pace to win, In 
running parlance, the new method was 
termed “running from the gun,’ and 
it typifles the highest form of specializa 
tion in distance running. 

Studies English Method. 

On his return home, Bonhag, himself 
a great siudent of the game, realizing 
this style was capable of better results 
and faster time, trained to master the 
English method with a view to im- 
proving the time in this event. That 
1e suececded is proved by the fact that 
today he is still a champion and has 
continued to slip seconds from the five- 
nile fgures up to the present day. To- 
day his five mile time is the Amerioan 
record, 25 minutes 9 41-5 seconds. Jn 
addition, he has made the best time 
in the ten-mila championship run, held 
at Celtic Park, in 1909, of 52 minutes 
34 4-5 seconds, 

The United States Olympic teams 
have proved viclorioug on many foreign 
strands. Their success, due in a great 
measure to specializing of which the 
Bonhag example fs a oriterion; has 
spread our fame as the premier of all 
athletic nations. ‘On the contrary, Eng- 
Jand, which has always excelled in the 
years, wilh the result that she has 
ed to specialize within the past few 
distance events, seems to have neglect- 

The essential element in the making 
fallen into an athletic lethargy, 
of championg on fleld and track is 
termed specialization, ‘This term means 
the instilling into the mind of the ath- 
Jetic aspirant the fact that to succeed 
le must learn to cover a certain dis- 
tance with the lest wasts of energy or 
effort,

Louis Scott, Tom Collins, Abel Kiviat,

This improvement has resulted in 
shortening tthe times in the mile, tive- 
mile, ten-mile an dcross-country dis- 
tances, 

Prior to 1906 the man who ran a 
mile under 4.30 was an exception, At 
present we have about six men who 
ean consistently run a mile in 4 min- 
utes 20 seconds. 

This is a bigger improvement than 
appears by the simple statement, It 
means that in four years the mile 
event has changed from an event in 
which a competitor could jog over the 
three-fourths ef the way and winding 
up with a sprint make a creditable 
performance, This event at the pre- 
sent day requires a contestant to be 
on-his toes on the mark for from the 
crack of the pistol it is the one con- 
linual sprint till the tape is broken. 

I look for the future of American 
Olympic teams to be very rosy. The 
specializing Is bound to produce a race 
of athletics in the future of which we 
will be proud.

Tokio, Dec, 26.—A~ conference, of 
members on the Japanese cabinet at 
which many of the elder statesmen, 
including Pringe Katsura, the  ex- 
premier, were invited to assist was 
held here Sunday. The strictest se- 
seecy hhs been maintained regarding 
the subjeols of discussion, but it is 
generally believed that latest’ develop- 
ments in China was discussed.  It-is 
understoed that the conference reach- 
ed the conclusion that the adoption of 
a republican form of government by 
China must come shortly. 

Information from a reliable source 
has reached here that the revolution- 
aries in China continlue to insist firm. 
ly on a republic and that the negolia- 
liong at Shanghai will result in a rup- 
ture ‘unless the Imperial #uthorities 
Pekin should yield to their ae- 
mands in this respect. : 

Most of the powers apparentiy are 
reconciled to the jnevilable tendency 
of the situation, Neither Japan nor 
Great Britain has any intention of 
intervening in any case in China, much 
less of imposing any form of govern- 
ment on that country, The general
